“Coasting Ship” and “Coasting power driven vessel" means respectively a ship or steamer which 
at the Port of Cochin discharges cargo exclusively from or takes in cargo exclusively for any Port 
in the contingent of India or Burma or in the Island of Sri Lanka, and "Coasting Steamer” 
includes a coasting steam vessel. 

(d) "foreign ship” and "foreign power driven vessel” means respectively a ship or a steamer not 
being a coasting ship or coasting power driven vessel. 

Provided that for the purpose of the levy of Port dues, a vessel shall not be deemed, during one and 
the same voyage, to be both a coasting ship or a power driven vessel and a foreign ship or steamer, but 
Port aues shall, in respect of such voyage, be leviable on such vessel at the rate leviable on a coastinc 
or a foreign ship or a steamer, whichever is higher. 

EXCEPTIONS : 

(i) A vessel entering the Port of Cochin in ballast and not carrying passengers shall be charged with 

Port dues at three fourth of the rate with which she would otherwise be chargeable; and 

(ii) When, a vessel enters the Port of Cochin but docs not discharge or take in any cargo or passengers 
therein (with the exception of such unshipmcnl and reshipment as may be necessary for purpose.- 
of repairo) she shall be charged with a Port due at half the rate with which she would otherwise 
he chargeable.

Provided that the Deputy Conservator may at his discretion waive the whole or part of the detention 
or cancellation charge or tug hire so incurred if the detention or cancellation is due to the circumstances 
beyond the control of the master of the power driven vessel and if the pilot certifies to that effect. 

Explanation (1) “Coastal Vessel” means on Indian or a foreign vessel arriving at the Cochin Port 
or from another Indian Port either in ballast or with cargo loaded in or passengers embarked exclusively 
from Indian Ports with both and which leaves for another Indian Port or either in ballast or with cargo of 
passengers exclusively for Indian Ports or with both provided that the ship has obtained a licence from, the 
Directorate General of shipping for being treated as a vessel engaged in coastal trade. 

(2) “Foreign vessel” means a vessel other than a coastal vessel. For the purpose of levy of charges 
sailing vessel will be deemed coasting vessel. 

NOTE: The Pilotage fees in respect of foreign vessels shall be collected in Indian Rupees at the exchange 
rate notified by the Reserve Bank of India on the date of arrival of the vessel.
